Through- 
out tlk last ten years, the opportunities to reach the Soviets and our 
needs have changed; our use of the group we created has changed accordingly. 
In the early fifties when the Soviet target was far less accessible than 
it is today, we had IpnmcTOH AEVTRGIL personnel qualified to produce 
RussiEn -language leaflets; we had AEVTRGIL facilities to b al loon 
leaf ^ lets to the Soviet Uhion and the DDR; we had AEVIRGIL cover for our 
PI collection office in Berlin. As the thaw began, we had available a 
malles.ble organization through which we could exploit the increased 
opportunities of getting to the Soviet audience.

AEVIRGIL m*i Hng operations were 
consi Ijarably expanded. Reports show an^ increase from 272 pieces 3 
in August i960 to 950 in February 1961.
